K ansas City, Mo., Dec. 21.— Eggs 
took a decided jump on th** exchange 
yesterday iii response to the sudden 
drop in the tem perature. 
Forty cents 
a doren was bid for fresh eggs, and 31 
and 42 cents asked. 
This is an in-J 
’crease of four cents in the bid price 
over yesterday, when 36 cents was 
bid and 40 asked. 
The egg dealers predicted the rise, 
saying the hens have stopped laying, 
and the egg demand is good. 
Storage 
eggs also advanced; 3.2 cents bid, 33 
cents asked. 
A. B. Carder, secretary of the Res­ 
taurant Men’s Association, pronounc­ 
ed the rise in egg prices a move on 
the part of the commission men toj 
scare the public. 
“The boycott is working fine,” he 
said yesterday. “The 40-cent price is 
the exchange quotation, hut we can 
get fresh eggs for thirty-seven cents 
a dozen from many commission firms. 
The market price w'as put up to bluff 
the public.

ALVIN H. RAY BEEN PAROLED 


Had Served Eight of Forty Years’ Sen­ 
tence for Murder. 


Alvin H. Ray, sentenced from the 
Pettis county circuit court to serve 
forty years in the state penitentiary' 
at. Jefferson City on a charge of sec­ 
ond degree murder, is to receive a 
Christmas parole.

New York, Dec. 21.—President Wil­ 
son’s communication to the warring 
powers and comment on it by Secret 
tary Lansing were the occasion of a 
tremendous liquidation in the stock 
market today, exceeding any session 
for the past ten days. 
Special stocks, notably “war bride” 
issues, broke 4 to 13 points during a 
wild opening, with declines of one to 
three points between sales. 
There was a quick rally, but this

Lansing’s 
statement. 
I nited States Steel was the center 
of the trading in the forenoon. In one 
lot 50,000 shares 
were 
quoted 
at 
$ 1 . 0 4 t o $1.05*4, a loss of five points. 
This was the largest transaction in 
the history of the exchange. 
Steel 
dropped at noon to $1.02 *&. 
Another wave of selling swept the 
m arket during the last hour, prices 
tumbling to the lowest level of the 
day. 
Active stocks sold 5, IO and 15 
points under yesterday’s final quota­ 
tions. 
Total transactions just before 
the close were estimated at about 
2,700,000 shares, the largest with one 
or two exceptions in the history of 
New York. 


Chicago, Dec. 21.—A mixinium de­ 
cline of 7 cents was registered in the 
wheat market at the opening today as 
the result of President Wilson’s peace 
message. It was a stormy time in the 
v heat pit during the first fifteen min­ 
utes. 
Confusion was so great fre­ 
quent instances where brokers plung­ 
ed through the crowd as if on the 
football field and grabbed each other 
by the shoulders to shout into others 
faces were enacted.

EVEN PERIuuo FOR MILKING 


Cow* Thu* Milked Gave More Milk in 
Evening Than in Morning— Ef­ 
fect of Phosphates. 


An English experiment station has 
definitely determined that the total 
quantity of milk is not influenced by 
equal or unequal periods of milking, 
but that the fat percentage is mate­ 
rially altered by the length of time 
between morning and evening milk­ 
ings. 
Cows milked at even periods 
gave more milk in the evening than 
in the morning. 
The evening’s milk 
was slightly the poorer in quality. 
In an experiment to determine the 
effected of feeding phosphates directly 
to cows, precipitated bone phosphate 
was fed at the rate of one ounce per

day. 
No appreciable effect was ob­ 
tained either on the quantity or qual­ 
ity of the milk produced. 
Apparently 
this material had no effect on the 
stimulation of the nervous system; if 
anything, it had a depressing effect. 
The weight of cows receiving the pre­ 
cipitated bone ash showed a slight 
increase. 
Experiments showed no advantage 
in milking three times a day was com­ 
pared with twice a day. 
Cows fed pnlm-nut cake did not in­ 
crease in weight as did those fed 
cotton cake, but they showed a looser 
skin with a glossier look. 
The palm- 
Dut cake gave a higher percentage of 
fat in the milk.

Many good cows are butchered be­ 
cause they milk so easily that the 
pressure in the udder during a big 
milk flow causes the teats to leak. 
Leaking teats can usually be iden­ 
tified by the concave depression at 
the milk opening. Hard milkers have 
a convex surface around the orifice. 
To stop a cow*8 teat from leaking, the 
best method I have found is to file a 
40-peuny spike, round off the point, 
heat the end hot enough to sear, and 
press it gently into the milk orifice, 
says a writer. 
Hold in place till the cow informs 
you that you have done enough. 
It 
is better to repeat the operation than 
to do too much at the first trial. The 
burn will nearly always cure readily 
as the result of the soothing influence 
of the milk, but if it is slow in healing, 
grease With salve. 
When the scar 
forms around the milk orifice, it con­ 
tracts the opening aud prevents the 
milk from leaking.

Washington, Dec. 21.—Shortly after 
2 o’clock this afternoon President Wil­ 
son sent for Secretary Lansing and 
the head of the state departm ent went 
to the W hite House for a conference. 
The definite proposal of the United 
States for “a league of nations to Bi­ 
sm e peace and justice throughout the 
world,” is interpreted as a step that»f» 
carried through, will mean the aban­ 
donment of the theory of “splendid 
isolation,” which 
W ashington 
be­ 
queathed to the country. It is thought 
that it was along these 
lines 
that 
President Wilson’s notes to the bel­ 
ligerent powers w'ere sent 
Form er Foreign .Minister Sir E d­ 
ward Gray, 
for 
England: 
Prem ier 
Briand for France, 
and 
Chancellor 
Von Bethmann Hollwegg for Germany, 
have all committed their nations to 
some sort of international reorganiza­ 
tion to secure the ends laid down in 
the president’s note, and the official 
offers of the central powers, together 
with Lloyd George's speech, have ac­ 
centuated that purpose. 
President Wilson relies on public 
opinion in other neutral nations to add 
force to bs efforts to clarty the situa­ 
tion. 
W hile the .American govern­ 
ment acted on its own responsibility, 
President Wlsen feels that other neu­ 
tral nations, for economic reasons, are 
interested. 
There is every indication the presi­ 
dent is hopeful of the outlook, and he 
believes the way has been opened for 
negotiations. 
W hat steps he will take 
in the future will depend on the re­ 
sponses. 
The president has 
already

clear that while the American govern­ 
m ent has no interest on the term s of 
peace betw’cen the belligerents them ­ 
selves, it has a profound interest 
m aintaining peace in the future.

Lime is not really a fertilizer, al­ 
though it is sometimes called an in­ 
direct fertilizer, that is.

the spring before corn or in the 
land that has been plowed for 
The preparation of the seed 
bed then works it into the soil.

so m e tim e s plowed under, but it bs 
usually better to mix it with the sur­ 
face soil: 
It should not be used us 
top dressing on that or other rotated 
crops, although sometimes so used oil 
grass. 
Where limestone is readily available 
it ie often cheaper to grind it on the
